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Otwithſtanding the various Laws which have been made againſt the Importation of all Goods of 5

- HI. This Clandeſtine Trade is of late Years moſt in the hands of French Papiſts, Fews, and Perfons that ſteal the ; 
Duties of at leaſt ſeven Eighths of what is Imported, and but ſeldom Enter at the Caftom-Houſe fome ſmall quantity, 
and that as Fabricated in Holland, though its known that in Reality they are fent from Lions to Flanders and 
thence to Holland, and fo into England. 
IV. Even that ſmall quantity which doth pay any Duty is commonly kept on purpoſe to be fent for Ireland, or

# fince a Total Prohibition of thoſe Silks can give no Difatixfaftion to our Allies, becauſe it is evidently known that 
\ - there are not any made in /taly (though they did once attempt it), neither doth Hollavd now make any quantity of 
) Alamodes, &c. ſupplying themſelves eaſily by Land from France. So that the prohibiting of all Foreign 4lamodes, 
| Lyſtrings, &c. is in effect no more than a Corroborating of the Act that prohibits Commerce with Frarce, by tak- 
f ing from the Importers that Colour which they make uſe of that the ſaid Goods are wrought in [Yoll:vd, whereby 
they have often Evaded the Effedts intended and deſigned by the (aid at ; for the pretence of Dutch Alamodes can 

no longer ſubſiſt ſeeing that in this laſt Year there is hardly any Duties paid for any. 
IX, Therefore by a General Prohibition, Their Majeſties Revenues will much increaſe,in that the Royal Luflring 
k Company of Ergiand, having a conſiderable Fund, have alſo by their Induſtry and Charge cow brought their 
# Work to {uch perfe&ion that they make Alamedes and Lnſtrings as well as any made in France, and do now imploy 
about 2000 poor Weavers, Windſicrs, Dyers and other Tradeſmen, who otherwayes would have been Reduced ro 
\ great (treights, and if this Prohibition take effe&, the ſaid Company might employ five Times as many as now they 
k do, and fo work out in Exglard ſuch quantities of Raw Silks, that they will ſupply not only Crgland, Scotland, 
|; treland, and our Plantations, but alſo our Neighbours with Luftrings and Alamodes Fabricated by Their 
- Majeſties Subjects. So that the Duties upon the Raw Silk would amount to great Sums of Money as may 
| be gueſſed by what hath already been done by the ſaid Company, fince by one Ship only they paid for their Raw 
Sitk near 460 /. Cuſtom, though the Company is in its Infancy, and none of theſe Duties are to be drawn back. 
Contrariwiſe, when any of their Wrought Silks are Exported they muſt pay a further Duty, Befides by Prohi- 
| biting Forcign L/trings, Alamodes, &-c. great Sums of Monzy Remitted ro France, will be kept in England, where- 
_ 2s. the Raw Silk uted by the ſaid Company comes from the Duke of S2voy's Dominions, and are purchaſed with the 

Jl Woollen ManutaGtures Wrought in England, by which means there is a Reciprocal help to both.
